He 
asked us who ‘Mr. Leeds’ was. We 
told him, ‘ Leeds.’ 

This Man Knew Stillman. 

“*Tgeedsa, nothing,’ he replied. ‘ That 
is James Stillman, the banker.’ 
“Hannah Jansen lives now with the 
Macks in Setauket. 

“‘T remained with Mrs. ‘ Leeds’ until 
February, 1919, seven months after her 
son, ‘Jay Jr.,’ was born. Then I left 
to get married. ‘Jay Jr.’ was a beauti- 
ful baby blonde, blue eyed and, as I 
remember him, resembled ‘ Mr. Leeds’ 
in features. , 

“ After the Mack incident all of us 
took it as a matter of course that ‘Mr. 
Leeds’ was really Mr. Stillman. Since 
I have seen. his pictures in the papers 
I am positive ‘Mr. Leeds’ is Mr. Still- 
mar.

Those will tinue to 
dream, perhaps. of some ‘future day 
when justice and right shall reign, but 
withholding that vigorous concrete aid 
which alone could make their dreams 
come true.”

THE KESSINGER RENT BILL. 


‘Rents have not only infuriated tenants but 
they have poisoned the economic situation. At a 
time when labor is asked to come down, when the 
effort is to force prices down, and the attempt is 
to get off the stilts, landlords have taken advan- 
tage of people’s needs and have boosted on a fall- 
ing market. 

They have not only boosted but they have left 
every economic fact out of consideration and have 
been without conscience. Rents have no relation 
to investment now, but represent a grinding usury, 
defiant of justice and community welfare. 

The effect of this is apparent. 4 householder 
finds a perceptible or even a pronounced decrease 
in some of the articles necessary to subsistence. 
It may not be very large in some instances, but it 
indicates a trend downward. ; 

Because of this workers have been asked to do 
their part in the readjustment and take lower 
wages in order that there can be a return to pro- 
duction, distribution, and normal demand. At 
this time the big item of rent is boosted, doubled 
or more than doubled. A householder may be 
getting bread or milk a cent cheaper. Shoes and 
clothes may be cheaper. He may find that he can 
save something on his purchases, but it amounts 
to nothing when he finds that he has to pay $40, 
$50, or $60 more a month for his flat. 

The landlords have checked readjustment. They 
force the worker to say that he cannot live on 
less than he has been getting. He cannot live 
so well as he has been because so much more 
goes to pay for his place to live. 

So harmful an act against the good of the com- 
munity has forced the community to act and we 

are not certain that in acting determinedly it will 
act wisely. -The primary fault is with the con-| 
scienceless landlord. We presume that no blanket 
indictment can lie against all the property owners,

The Kessinger bill is the answer to extortion. 
We have sympathy for the purpose of it. Doubts 
arise as to two things: One is the wisdom of

If the act succeeded in relieving renters from 
extortionate landlords for such a period as would 
enable building to return to normal and to allow 
natural laws to operate on rents it would protect 
eltizens who ought-to be protected.

We can see a possibility that it might put an- 
other obstacle in the way of building. The period 
of emergency to be covered by the act is fixed as 
ending July 1, 1925. It is said that this will be 
amended and shortened to 1923. 

‘In that period if a city council wishes to create 
a rent commission it has the authority and the 
rent commission will determine what fair rentals 
are in cases brought before it. That makes rents 
a political question just as much as street car 
fares are a political question. 

There will be a ‘mayoralty campaign in 1923 
and if Chicago has a rent commission, as it will 
have if the bill passes and is sustained in the 
courts, it is inevitable that the. mayoralty cam- 
paign will be concerned with rents. It may easily 
ne supposed that there will be, in this campaign, 
» demand that the period, if shortened to 1923, 
be extended. People having had city supervision 
of rental values will, we believe, be inclined to say 
that rental property is a public utility and should 
be regulated by the state. 3

They have 
attacked the problem of wage reduction and its 
solution is undoubtedly the first essential. But 
it is a difficult problem. Wages were advanced, 
especially during the war, without much thought 
of eventual consequences. For that we shall pay 
now in the form of much unnecessary friction and 
obstruction to readjustment. It is, however, ob- 
vious that blanket wage schedules which ignore 
local conditions of living cost and other considera- 
tions rightly entering into the fixing of fair com- 
pensation ought to be done away with. Rules and 
regulations of working conditions which inditectly 
raise wages should be carefully reconsidered and 
those conducive .to inefficiency and waste should 
be abolished or corrected. The National Industrial 
Traffic league charges that approximately $800,- 
000,000 a year is the total to be charged against 
unreasonable regulations. This neither the public 
nor the roads should tolerate, and it is a most en- 
couraging sign that Brotherhood leaders declare 
they are willing to eliminate unjust and oppressive 
regulation. They assert that the executives have 
refused to confer with them for this purpose, but 
this hardly seems likely. 

In any case, the whole subject must be canvassed 
without ‘delay. The railroad labor board, it is to 
be hoped, will be able to proceed expeditiously to 
concimsions, for the need of relief is imperative. 
The proposal of Senator Cummifhs that con#ress 
investigate the railroad situation also seems timely. 
We Go not welcome congressional inquiries as a 
rule, but certain serious charges have been made 
and call for authoritative verification or refuta- 
tion if our railroad policy is to receive the support 
of public opinion, as it must if it is to survive the 
assaults of demagogues and radical theorists. The 
leaders of labor charge that railroad management 
is inefficient. Many business men incline to this 
belief. Labor also believes that railroads are man- 
aged in the interest of a small group of great 
financial powers rather than in the public interest. 
These are criticisms of capital importance and 
should be thoroughly investigated and the truth 
published. | 
The early relief of the railroads is essential 
the early restoration of our business prosperity. 
We can neither afford to go on as we are nor enter 
into a struggle with labor to bring about a just 
liquidation of labor costs, It fs incumbent,. there- 
fore, on both the railroad management and the 
leaders and rank and file of railway employés to 
keep their heads, to*‘treat each other’s claims in 
a spirit of fair play, and to codperate for the pro- 
tection of the interests they both have in common 
We must have readjustments, 
but they should be reached without strikes or 
peremptory methods on either side. Peace and 
work on fair terms are essential to all concerned. 
Common sense and public spirit will assure both.

Likewise the milk of a 
mother eating fresh, natural ripened 
vegetables and fruits contains it in. 
abundance. 

Cooking was found to be destructive to 
this substance, but in varying degree. 
If any soda was used in cooking it de- 
stroyed the antiscorbutic substance, par- 


ticularly if the cooking was prolonged. | 


On the other hand, the use of mild acids, 
such as orange juice, lemon juice, tomato 
juice, and vinegar, did not harm it. 
Quick cooking at a high temperature was 
less harmful than that done at a low 
temperature for a longer time.

Mrs. P. G. G. writes: ‘‘ Today’s paper 
of Woodrow ‘Wilson's illness and 
says the particular treatment for head 
colds which Mr. Wilson took brought 
on Bright’s disease. How could sucn 
-a thing happen? What is the treat- 
ment they refer to?’ 

REPLY. 

I do not know what treatment was used. 
I know of no treatment for head colds which 
eauses Bright’s disease and I think it more 
likely that repeated head colds were responsi- 
ble for whatever Bright's disease there was. 
A head cold is an infection. Bright's dis- 
ease is not infrequently the result of just that 
kind of infection.

This article is.largely de- 
voted to criticisms of my country, and I 
am sure you will not refuse to give pub- 
licity to what I bound to say in de- 
fense of France. general contention 
is that France always expanded by the 
sword, whereas Great Britain expanded 
by trade, thus gaining stability for her 
conquests—and you instance India and 
Canada—after which you proceed to 
make five definite charges against 
‘France.

Answers.—1. We believe that bird houses 
should not only be cleaned of débris and

Material with the bark on or 
solid pieces that have weathered are ideal 
for bird houses, But the birds are not 
particutar: if painting is desired let it be 
done in gray. brown, or leaf green. 3.

Official Says Poor Man 
Carries Burden, Too. 


The Peoples Gas Light and CBke 
eqmpany, with a rate of $1.15 per 
thousand cubic feet, is carrying 74 per 
cent of its.customers at a loss. Charles 
A. Munroe, vice president of the com- 
pany and president of the American 
Gas association, made this deciaration 


the two-day utilities convertion at the 
Hotel Sherman. 

Mr, Munroe presented arguments 
for a minimum service charge of $1.50 
per month, instead of 60 cents, as at 
present. The principal argument 
against increasing the charge, he said, 
has been that it would work a hard- 
ship upon the poor man. 

Says Poor Carry Burden. 

“ As a matter of fact,” he said, “ the 
poor man is carrying the rich man’s 
freight under present conditions. The 
company has about 700,000 customers. 
In 1901 the company was taking a loas 
on 42 per cent of its customers. In 
twenty years this has increased, until 
now we are serving 74 per cent at a 
loss. 

“We have found that men receivipg 
salaries of around $10,000 a year are 
averaging 1,000 cubic feet of gas con- 
sumption a month, while the poor 
bookkeeper who is struggling along 
to raise his family of three children 
consumes an average of 3,000 feet a* 
month."
